"We find that \$iiB bill .proposes to 
place a tax on "the net annual Income, 
over and above $1,500 of every Indivld- 
oal or corporation: in this Republic. 
The **U describes how the the net 
Income inay ibe computed, the manner 
in wfclch the tax may be levied, assess- 
ed and collected, and: (how ah appeal 
irom sucto assessment may toe taken, 


"to considering this -bffl we>faave 


made inquiries as to *he anode of as- 
fftudng and collecting Income taxes in 
other countries. 
"We have also consulted many of 
oar citizens and tax-pay era aa to. the 
falruess and Justness of the principle 
of a tax on Incomes, and although 
much opposition was found to a tax 
on incomes in addition to the/present 
property tax law> It was without ex- 
ception conceded that a tax on in- 
comes was the {fairest and most Just 
and equitable tax that could be levied. 


"We believe *hat a tax on> incomes 
jnost .perfectly carries out the Intent 
of Section 2, 'Article-11 .of our Consti- 
totkm, which states -that each mem- 


' ber of society, in return for the pro- 
tection, by law, of ihis property, shall 
contribute >his ffcare of the expense of 
such protection. 
. 
•TTour-comanittee consider that those 


members of society, who toave large 
incomes, should contribute: more 'than 
those toaving email incomes, we find 
fhmt at the present time in some cases, 
persons; tovii« large .incomes contri- 


.; inta ao more towarde the maintenance 
of the XSoverament than ithe common 
laborer on the road or'in the field. 


' fThis i» certainly unjust. 


"We 'believe that a tax on incomes, 


in addition to tiie present property 
tax, while it might not be -wholly Just 
and •equitable, is absolutely necessary 
Jn. order to initiate tlhat system of tax- 
ation in this country. 
"Again, 'What should be done today, 


ought not to be put off until tomor- 
row,' and we would, by postponing the 
enactment .of an income tax at this 
session, 'be placing on others the re- 
sponsibility which we should assume. 


"•Further, toy tiae very conditions of 


our community, it is impossible to ar- 
xive at a just rate for assessment; un- 
til the amount and number of taxable 
incomes are obtainable. This can only 
be obtained after an income tax has 
been in operation, and the passage oi 
the present act, with amendments, wtt] 
form a basis on .which the next, or 
coming legislature may perfect the 
wtoole system of taxation." 


Ta-en follows a long list of amend- 


ments recommended. The committee 
further recommended' the following 
Joint resolution in order .that the whole 
tax system may be adjusted and placed 
on a fair, equal and just basis at the 
next session of the Legislature. 


"Whereas, The present systems of 


taxation are in <nany respects unjust, 
unfair and unreasonable, and that a 
ttooTongfa adjustment aad reorganiza- 
tion of tbe present system of taxation 
is imperative;

Whether the sugar beet industry, will 


kill the sugar cane industry,'as It ii 
confidently claimed, is yet a question 
The tropics are, and will be, depen- 
dent on ignorant labor for many years 
to" come.. Ignorant labor means, as the 
world is now finding out the- most ex- 
pensive labor. Agriculture and horti 
culture prosper best under the fertili 
zatlon of brains, evern. down to ttoe man 
w&o simply handles a hoe. 


Under theae circumstances, it is of 


the utmost importance that we bal- 
ance our industries as soon as possible. 
Cubato sugar on the one side, and the 
sugar beet on the other puts us be- 
tween the devil and deep sea.

THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE- 


The President does not favor the 


acknowledgment of the independence 
«f Cuba. He says it will do no good, 
and embarrass the United States. If 
Independence is acknowledged, he must 
recognize the Cuban Government and 
St he does he says .there is no telling 
what that "Government may do. 


Therefore he simply asks Congress to 


authorize him to intervene, with power 
to use the navy and army, and stop the 
war to Cuba. If Spain .resists, .'be will 
fight iher. His first point is to stop the 
war, prevent further cruelties and teed 
the suffering. He is justified to doing 
thto cm ample ground. If he stops the 
•war, then he demands ithat Spain shall 
aaafca such terms with Cuba, as will 
prevent any -further (trouble. He "sits 
down" on both sides until terms are 
made, .which he can accept And he 
<wfil accept nothing but the final inde- 
pendence of Cuba. He does not say so, 
bat it is quite clear that he sees no 
other solution of the difficulty. 


Congress, however, takes .a different 


Ttew of the case, so far. It desires an 
acknowledgment of independence first, 
and an immediate intervention to es- 
tablish it The people are aroused, and 
axe impatient They want something 
to be done. Congress reflects this sen- 
timent 


But the indications, are, so far as the 


latest dispatches throw any light on 
tbe subject, that the President's policy 
will prevail, because it is the moderate 
policy. Naturally the jingoes are mad 
with the Preaident because he does not 
"thirst for gore." Congress may over- 
ride him, <but the chances are that ibis 
policy of stopping the war to Cuba at 
once and making tbe independence of 
Cuba a secondary matter at present, 
wfll prevail. Congress will see that it 
IB another and better way to settle the 
difficulty. 


TTnlees Congress over-rides the Presi-

Judiciary Committee recommended 


laying on. the table House bill repeal- 
ing «he act to .facilitate the recovery 
of not On *li« motion «f Senator Bice 
to aflqpt the report Senator McCand- 
•less said that it was one of the worst 
acts on, the statute. It gave the land- 
lord a bold upon the tenant and an 
advantage over merchants and worked 
a nardsMp. Merchants were compell- 
ed to trust while 'the landlord had a 
Hen on the property of the tenant 
Senator Schmidt supported; Senator 
MjcOandtess. 


Senator Brown said the act worked 


no hardship upon the honest man Who 
paid Ms Wile. The law, Hue said, was 
only used In extaem* cases. Aa a ruie 
it -was never taken advantage of. Under 
the law the goods must "be advertised 
lor sale- and 30 daya must elapse dur- 
ing -which the tenant had an opportu- 
nity to 'redeem Ids goods. 


Minister Smith said fee was to favor 


of retaining tfce Jaw, yet he thought 
the bill should not be treated in a 
summary way. During the years of 
his experience In renting houses he 
toad known of very few cases wibere 
the few .had worked a hardship. He 
had known of many cases -where the 
landlord-hud 'been defrauded by schept- 
ing or •ignorant tenants. 


Senator McCandlees spoke again flor 


•the tenant He said lie (had seen dar- 
ing the last six months many men 
who bad been broken up by this pro- 
cess. The landlord bad come down 
and taken the goods out to the auction 
roonv and Were tKeT'WEa-BdeSi &8 
He characterized; the landlords in this 
custom as "sharks wtio come down 
like an eagle on the prey eimply to 
devour it" The Senator said that the 
landlord risked only the Interest on 
his investment la/£hie shape of rent 
The merchant in trusting risked Ms 
capital. The Senator's amendment to 
consider the report with the bill was 
lost The report of the committee lay- 
ing the bill on the table was then 
adopted.

R. Austin 
and associates, but also / to re-grant 
the use of electric power or other 
mechanical power. 


"Tour -committee further find, on 


careful and extensive Inquiry, that the. 
service given by the said company to 
tbe public in the past has not been 
altogether satisfactory. 


"That there being a large majority 


of the atock of this company owned 
abroad, none <of the directors are resi- 
dents of our Republic. The company 
may therefore be strictly termed a for- 
eign- corporation. 
. "That, Inasmuch as there is another 
bill before this House to grant a fran- 
chise to a company to be comip<oeed, or 
very largely so, of our own (residents, 
and that, by the^ terms of that fran- 
oMse, the directors and other persons 
'having charge, management and con- 
trol thereof, shall be residents of our 
Islands, that such a corporation could 
be strictEy called a domestic corpora- 
tion. 


"We consider that all domestic cor- 


porations should at least be allowed 
the flame benefits and privileges as a 
foreign, 


'We "bellBve that the Hawaiian 


Tramways Company, Limited, 
has 


bad ample opportunity and time to in- 
augurate electric power in the place of 
animal. 


"Inasmuch, therefore, as this foreign 


corporation has had ample opportunity 
in the past, to make use of Improved 
motive power we would recommend 
that our own people be now granted 
the same opportunity, and that this 
tottl be laid on the table."

the Penal Laws recently made by 8, 
M. Ballon, -without, however, enacting 
it as law. This step Is taken for con- 
nrenlence sake and, also far safety in 
the preferring of charges in tlie Dis- 
trict Courts .throughout the country, 
<Wherein reference may be made to the 
new volume.

"On the first voyage we had 438,pas- 


sengers and a full cargo. There were 
also aboard horses, mules, cattle and 
doge galore. The dogs were the worst 
nuisance on board. Thiey are barking 
and howling much all tine time, night 
and day, and give you no peace at all. 
•Lawless (First Offlicer) says that by 
the time he gets out of this business 
he will 'be a fit candidate for am asylum. 
We are all much disgusted with; this 
business of carrying so many animals 
and we have a'great number on board 
each trip. 


"From Cape Mattery on ttfiis run we 


have the open sea for it a distance of 
622 miles. Then, reaching Cape Om- 
many, which is about 55 miles south 
of Sitka, we enter Chatham straits. 
From the Straits to Juneau, iour next 
calling ptece, Is 143 miles. From Jeneau 
to Skaguay, 100 miles even, we made 
•the run in sine hours and twenty-two 
minutes. 
"The scenery in these inland waters 


is simply grand. It was especially 
beautiful in appearance during the 
bright and clear moonlight of our first 
run. On either rfde are rojountain 
ranges 4000 to 5000 feet in height 
Here and there in a valley Is a great 
glacier, and now and then we see an 
iceberg that would made a decidedly 
unpleasant mark on a dark ndght.

Bounty on Mongoose. 


By the Legislature of 1882, there was 


passed an act setting aside the sjun of 
$1,000 to be exepended in the direction 
of exterminating mongoose on the Isl- 
and of Oahti. It was provided that a 
bounty of not more than 25'. cents 
should be paid for each mongoose bill- 
ed and the expenditure of the fund 
should be under the supervision, of the; 
•Minister of tie Interior, that offldal.tp 
flx all necessary regulations. The ijoeer 
part of the whole agitation and trans- 
action is that while the act reserving 
•the $1,000 for mongoose destruction on 
thia Island was readily passed, there 
was failure to include the monex item 
in the appropriation bill. It fcaa been 
soggested that the present.assembly 
might, if the members (thought It.ad- 
vlsaWe, set the mctagoose killing act 
into operation toy reviving It to the ex-' 
tent of providing money.

In 
my opinion it would be wise for th< 
factory to -pay $5 a ton at least to In 
sure quantity. I am Informed that the 
miH could pay $8 a ton and still nave 
a profit erf 100 per cent Many large 
owners refuse to attempt to grow beets 
at the present price, and I doubt very 
much if the big factory will ever run 
full capacity at M. Mr. Spreckels has 
prepared bis land for planting, but Is 
waiting for sufficient rain to justify 
putting in seed.

In the Second Senatoria* District, one Senator for a term of 


two years, one Senator for a term of four years and one Sen- 
ator for a term of six years. 


In the Third Senatorial District, two Senators for a term of 


two years, two Senators for a term of four years and two Sen- 
ators for a term of sir years. 


In the First Senatorial District, two Senators for a term of 


two years, one Senator for a term of -four years and one Sen- 
ator for a term of sir years. 


In the Fonrth Senatorial District, one Senator for a term of 


four years and one Senator for a term of six years. 


SECTION 2. At all subsequent general elections the electors 


of Senators shall be entitled to elect Senators as follows: 


In the Second Senatorial District, one Senator for a term 


of six years. 


In the Third Senatorial District, two Senators for a term 


of six years. 


In Ihe First Senatorial District, at the general election of 


the year 1901 and at erery third general election thereafter. 
two Senators for a term of six years; and at all other general 
electiririR. one Senator for a term of six years, 


In the Fourth Senatorial District, one Senator for a term 


of «ix ye-ar*. excepting that at the general election* of the 
year 1001 and every third general election thereafter, no Sen- 
ators shall be elected.
